Pictures 'fantastic, incredible' 
Space robot lands on Mars! 


PASADENA (U P I) — America’s Viking 1 space robot landed gently on Mars today 
and radioed back the first pictures taken from the planet’s surface — "incredible” 
photos showing a sandy, rocky Martian desert with gently rolling horizon. 
The three-legged spacecraft rode a cushion of rocket exhaust to a gentle touchdown 
in a lowland considered one of the best places for its instruments to conduct the first 
search for life on the red planet. 
The landing on the planet more than 200 million miles from Earth opened a new 
frontier in man’s exploration of the solar system. President Ford said in a telephone 
call to space agency officials the flight was "just wonderful and a most remarkable 
success.” 
The initial image from one of Viking's twin cameras started coming in at the con­ 
trol center at 8:55 a.m. EDT. The shot looked down and showed (me of the Viking’s 
footpads. 
It was readily apparent that the Martian soil was littered with rocks. It appeared 
the soil had been blown by wind or thrust from Viking’s landing rockets. 
A few minutes later, after the camera raised its lens on command from a com­ 
puter, a broad panoramic view of the landscape appeared line by line on control 
center monitors. It was late afternoon there and the setting sun appeared to brightly 
illuminate the distant sky. 
There was no evidence of any life forms in the initial pictures. But scientists did not 
expect to see any. 
Unlike pictures taken from the moon, the Martian surface did not appear pock­ 
marked with sharp craters. This apparently was a result of wind erosion on Mars. 
The planet has occasional dust storms and Viking was coated with a gray resilient 


paint to protest it from sand blast effects. 
“ This is just an incredible scene,” said D. Thomas Mutch, geologist in charge of 
the photographic experiment.“ It looks safe and very interesting.” 


“ The resolution is just fantastic,” Mutch said as he and hundreds of others at the 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory watched the image form on television monitors. "The 
detail is incredible.” 
Viking’s descent to Mars was flawless. Engineers called out the various landing 
operations as they learned of them by radio reports from Mars and there was no 
hesitation when Viking landed. 
"W e have touchdown,” exclaimed a Viking control spokesman at 8:12 a.m. EDT. 
"Looking good,” echoed engineers at the Je t Propulsion Laboratory seconds after 
touchdown, "Fantastic, beautiful,” said one controller. 
Engineers listened anxiously as word of Viking’s parachute operation came in, 
followed by ignition of the landing rockets. There was a loud cheer in the control 
center when the first report of a safe landing reached the control center at 8:12 a.m. 
EDT — 18.8 minutes after the radio signals were transmitted from Viking. 
Twenty-five seconds after touchdown, the 10-foot wide lander started taking the 
first picture. It was beamed to the still-orbiting section of Viking which radioed it 
back to Earth a few minutes later. 
Mutch said it appeared Viking’s long mechanical arm would have no difficulty 
■cooping up soil for biology and chemical analysis experiments to be turned on later. 
The footpad picture showed that Viking landed with minimum impact. The photo 
was so sharp rivets could be seen on the top of the aluminum foot with a shadow of 
higher apparatus.

FCI sewer unit 
in EPA violation

Hie Federal Correctional Institution’s 
go-it-alone sewer disposal system is 
operating in violation of standards im­ 
posed by the Environmental Protection 
Agency and the state wants an end to it. 
In a strongly worded letter from the 
Regional Water Quality Control Board, 
Ken Jones, executive officer, argued 
against a Bureau of Prisons request for a 
time extension for elimination of its 
current operation of discharging brine 
and "boiler blowdown” into the Santa 
Ynez River. The EPA had set a deadline 
of June 30, of this year for an end to the 
practices. 
Jones told the EPA : “ It is difficult to 
see why a time extension is warranted.. 
When the Lompoc Regional Wastewater 
System was being developed five years 
ago, the Federal Correctional Institution 
was to be part of the system. At the con­ 
clusion of the facilities planning sUge, 
the agency suddenly decided to pull out 
and go their own way. Deadlines were 
established at that time for a separate 
system, but the Department of Justice 
has continued to drag its feet. 
"This board’s staff strongly urges your 
agency to deny authorization for the in­ 
stitution to discharge water softener 
regeneration brine and boiler blowdown 
wastes to the Lompoc groundwater 
basin This basin's groundwaters are 
already very highly mineralized and 
should not be subjected to additional un­ 
necessary salts. Under conditions con­ 
tained in the existing NPDES Perm it for 
the Lompoc Valley system, the City of 
Lompoc has forced two commercial 
water softening firms, one laundry and 
one hospital to haul brines to the 
Casmalia Class 1 disposal site .” 
EPA officials have confirmed that the 
FCI was in violation of the permit, but 
were not prepared today to assess the 
impact of a letter from the Bureau of 
Prisons which set forth a new appeal for 
a time extension. 
In a letter dated July 12, the FCI said 
that a letter from prison authorities on 
April 23 "neglected to inform you of the 
corrective action that had been under­ 
taken to prevent further delays from 
reoccurring.” 
« 
An EPA spokesman today said the letter 
could make a difference in the outcome 
of the conflict with the Regional Water 


Quality Control Board. There was no in­ 
dication today when a decision on the 
FC I’s request for a time extension would 
be made. 
In addition to the issue of the FC I 
dumping brine into the underground, 
there was also the issue of deadlines The 
permit stipulates that any request for 
modification of the conditions must be 
made at least 180 days in advance of the 
deadline. In this case, the FCI applied 
for a time extension on April 23, only 67 
days before the June 30 deadline. 
A recent decision by the U.S. Supreme 
Court figures in some of the issues One 
interpretation of that decision indicates 
that federal agencies don’t have to gain 
permits from the state in order to 
operate sewer systems, but they do have 
to get permits from the EPA , and the 
EPA relies on state water quality stan­ 
dards and stipulations, in essence, then, 
the FCI w ill ultimately have to comply 
with standards of the regional water 
quality boards. 
The Bureau of Prisons gives every in­ 
dication of proceeding to comply with 
the stipulated standards by construction 
of its own sewer and waste disposal 
system, but is tardy in completing the 
construction, according to its own state­ 
ments. Meanwhile the Bureau of Prisons 
is seeking a new compliance date in 1977. 
The FC I had a chance originally to get 
into the regional plant system for about 
$250,000 plus additional costs of hooking 
into an interceptor line from Vandenberg 
Village. When the Bureau of Prisons 
pulled out of the joint project, some of 
the total costs had to be added to the 
financial burdens of the Village and the 
City of Lompoc. 
It was uncertain today, how much the 
go-it-alone FCI sewer system would cost 
by the time it is completed.

Cannery 
workers. 
walk out 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) - Thousands 
of Northern California cannery workers 
walked off their jobs today In the middle 
of the state’s crucial harvest season in a 
contract dispute. 
When the 10 a.m. strike deadline came, 
workers walked out at plants in the San 
Francisco Bay Area and the central 
valley. 
Negotiators for the Teamster cannery 
workers and the California Processors 
association remained in marathon talks 
at Palo Alto, but a spokesman for the 
employers said the two sides were “ very 
far apart.” 
Employes left their jobs at the Gerber 
plant in Oakland.Del Monte in the San 
Joaquin Valley, Libby, McNeil and Libby 
in Sunnyvale and TriValley Growers 
plants in several Northern California 
locations. 
John Scalone, president of the 
em ployers’ association, which is 
bargaining for 28 firms with 74 plants 
and 65,000 employes, said shortly after 
the strike deadline passed that workers 
w ere w alking out and that the 
negotiators “ are very far apart” in the 
talks. 
A Teamster spokesman said there has 
been no movement on either side and 
that the employers are offering only a 25 
cent an hour increase in the first year of 
a new contract. He said word has gone 
out to go ahead with the walkout. 
Food industry spokesmen have warned 
that a prolonged strike at this time would 
be a disaster for the C alifornia 
agriculture industry, the largest supplier 
of canned goods in the nation. 
In other labor matters, roving pickets 
idled 4,000 coal miners in West Virginia, 
and United Auto Workers began negotia­ 
tions with the Ford Motor Company to 
get an outline of contract demands for 
30,000 workers. 
The spate of strikes and other labor 
trouble threatened to spread to the 
nation’s post offices and mail routes. The 
presidents of 53 postal unions, meeting in 
New York City, voted for a nationwide 
job action by Aug 20 unless the Postal 
Service declares a moratorium on ser­ 
vice cutbacks which the union heads said 
are crippling mail service. 
Federal mediators scheduled separate 
meetings with three unions of electrical 
workers at Pittsburgh in a search for a 
formula that would end walkouts that 
dosed 90 of Westinghouse Electric Cor­ 
poration’s 123 plants across the nation. 
Atlanta sanitation workers carted 
away garbage that piled up during a one- 
day walkout. The New York City Health 
Department opened an investigation to 
determine if an 11-day strike of private 
hospital employes, which ended Mon­ 
day, caused any deaths. Strikes at Seat­ 
tle and Cincinnati hospitals dragged on. 
The coal mine pickets were angered by 
the use of a federal court order and im­ 
position of a $50,000 fine against a United 
Mine Workers local to try to force 
strikers back to work at seven mines of 
the Cedar Coal Co. 
At a weekend rally strikers said they 
would try to close all mines

Kidnap probers raise buried van 


LIVERM O RE (U P I) - Investigators 
searching for clues to the kidnapers of 26 
children and their bus driver today 
raised a buried moving van that had been 
used to imprison the victims for more 
than 16 hours. 
Sheriff Tom Houchins said that with 
the van above ground investigators 
would be able to go inside it and take a 
"hard look” for new evidence. The vehi­ 
cle. which had been abandoned and 
buried in an rock quarry, originally had 
belonged to the Palo Alto Van and 
Storage Co. 
Uncovering of the van was part of a 
widespread hunt for the three kidnapers 
who last week abducted the children and 
the driver on their way home from sum­ 
mer school and then imprisoned them in 
the buried van until they were able to 
claw their way out last Friday night. 
Houchins said he was not putting "a 
great deal of significance” in a report 
from a police informant that he had 
heard three men in San Quentin Prison 
plotting a kidnaping of children as an act 
of revenge. 
“ We are still pursuing it, although 
many facets do not fit,” he said. 
Madera County Sheriff Ed Bates said 
his wife, Freda, an unpaid department 
employe, checked court records as far 
back as 1971 to determine whether any 
defendant sentenced to state prison 
might have a grudge that would spur him 
to try the kidnap. 
Without elaborating, Bates said she 
checked the names "A l” and "Randall” 
but found nothing significant. It was not 
known whether the informant supplied 
the names He did say that the discus­ 
sions took place in the Marin County 
prison last year. 
The most solid clue so far was the dis­ 
covery Monday of some of the victims’ 
clothing and other possessions near a 
remote road in the Santa Cruz Mountains 
about 50 mites southwest of Livermore 
The Alameda County Sheriff's office 
Issued a new all-points bulletin Monday, 


and this one — for the first time — in­ 
cluded a description of the third suspect. 


One suspect was described as about 50 
years of age, 6-feet-2 with a medium to 
heavy build, jp*ay hair, and a tattooed 
eagle on his right arm. He wore cowboy 
boots, light tan corduroy pants, a tan 
shirt and a light brown belt with horse 
heads on the buckle. 


A second suspect was described as 
about 45, skinny, 5-feet-6, with sideburns, 
a one-inch scar on his right cheek, and a 
slanted chipped front tooth. He was 
wearing blue jeans or brown pants, a 
checked blue shirt, blue tennis shoes, a 
white hat and glasses with dark, heavy 
rims 


The third suspect, armed with a 


shotgun, was described as 23 to 27 years 
of age with blue eyes, brown collar- 
length hair, 5-feet-7 to 6 feet tall, of light 
complexion, very thin, with a mustache 
and goatee, a possible French accent, a 
possible mole on the right side of his 
chin, and a blue-green tattoo with a cir­ 
cle and an oppos it e-arm tattoo that says 
“ Jerry,” He wore blue or red corduroys, 
a white T-shirt, cowboy boots and a 
silver watch 
All three men wore thin nylon stocking 
masks during the kidnaping. 


The two vans used to carry Ray and 
the children to the underground prison 
site were described as a white Dodge 
(license number 1C91414) and an olive 
g.een or light blue Ford or Dodge 
(license number 1C90730). 
Nation economy growth 
rate dips in first quarter 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The nation’s economy expanded only 4.4 per cent in the 
second quarter, less than half the growth rate of the first quarter, the government 
reported today, 
The Commerce Department said the “ real” Gross National Product—the nation's 
total output of goods and services stripped of inflation—rose $13 4 billion between 
April and June. According to a revised estimate, the GNP soared 9.2 per cent in the 
first quarter 
At the same time, the department reported that the inflation rate, as measured by 
the GNP implicit price deflator, grew from 4.3 per cent in the first quarter to 5 per 
cent in the second. 
The department also said personal income—all income received by all 
Americans— advanced only 0.4 per cent in June, the smallest one-month increase in 
the past five months 
The moderate second quarter rise marks the fifth consecutive quarterly rise in the 
"real” GNP since the nation began pulling out of the recession last spring. 
The Commerce Department said the real GNP now stands at $1.259 trillion, 1.4 per 
cent above the $1 243 trillion mark which was recorded in the fourth quarter of 1973 
before the economic downturn began 
Government economists did not find the slowdown in the nation’s growth rate 
particularly distressing Today’s report is just a preliminary GNP assessment and 
most felt that the revised figures will look much better when more data is available. 
Retail sales, which make up roughly two-thirds of the real GNP, have perked up 
again and business investment is expected to pick up in the months ahead

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
President Ford’s campaign 
committee today claimed the 
support of 16 m ore GOP 
delegates, which it said put him 
within 11 of the number needed 
to win the GOP nomination on 
the first ballot. 
Ford’s chief delegate hunter, 
Jim Baker, dismissed claims 
by aides to Ronald Reagan, who 
said Monday that the Califor­ 
nian now has 1,140 delegates, or 
10 more than he needs for the 
nomination. 
“We don’t believe that and we 
don’t believe that most of the 
American people believe that,” 
Baker said. 
By UPI count, the new 
delegates gave Ford 1,114 votes 


—or 16 short of the 1,130 needed 
to win the nomination. 
Ford claimed the support of 
seven additional delegates in 
New York S ta te , five in 
Virginia, and one each in 
Delaware, Illinois, Louisiana 
and South Carolina. Among the 
16 delegates that Ford claimed 
were two from Virginia previ­ 
ously pledged to Reagan. They 
were identified as Willard 
Forbes and Calvin Smith, both 
of Portsmouth. Baker said he 
hoped Ford would go over the 
top soon, perhaps later this 
week. 
He said the Ford committee’s 
figure of 1,119 does not count 
any delegates from either 
Hawaii or Mississippi. He said 


the President’s strength in 
those two states alone should be 
enough to put him over the top, 
but for the time being those are 
being listed as all uncommit­ 
ted. 
The GOP battle will probably 
go all the way to Kansas City, 
where there may be a conven­ 
tion fight over the seating of 
delegates — which could 
change the count. 
Some delegates have talked 
about abstaining on the first 
ballot so that neither contender 
would have a majority. This 
would mean that delegates 
bound for one ballot would have 
the freedom to vote for their 
favorite on the second. 
This would make a major 


changes in states like Florida 
and North Carolina 
where 
delegates bound to vote for 
Ford on the first ballot are said 
to prefer Reagan. 
Pennsylvania currently has 
19 uncommitted delegates, New 
York 11, Illinois eight and New 
Jersey seven by the UPI count. 
Hawaii and West Virginia each 
have nine, Virginia seven and 
South Carolina six, with the 
other 19 scattered around the 
country. 
Ford is going all out to woo 
the uncommitted delegates. All 
67 from New Jersey met with 
him at the White House Mon­ 
day, and the big 154-member 
New York contingent was due 
in Thursday. 
French bank heist nets $10 million 


NICE, France (UPI) - A 
band of nonchalant thieves who 
drank wine and munched bread 
as they tunneled into an un­ 
guarded bank vault escaped 
with as much as $10 million in 
cash, jewelry and securities, 
police said today. 
The French press called it 
“ the caper of the century.” 
Police said six to eight rob­ 
bers worked about 48 hours dur­ 
ing the weekend digging the 25- 
foot tunnel, shored up coal­ 
mine style, from a sewer into 
the underground vault of the 
Societe Generale branch bonk 
in Nice. 
They welded the vault door 
shut from the inside to delay in­ 
vestigation and used acetylene 
torches to open eight safes in­ 
side the vault and rifle 200 
safety deposit boxes. 
The robbers took their time. 
Empty wine bottles and crusts 


of bread were strewn on the 
floor of the vault along with 
non-negotiable securities, semi­ 
precious stones and other 
valuables of secondary impor­ 
tance. 
The bank’s alarm system, for 
reasons yet to be determined, 
did not go off. There was no 
guard on duty. 
“We suppose the amount ex­ 
ceeded 50 million francs (about 
$10,204,000),” said one police of­ 
ficial, stressing the investiga­ 
tion was still in its early stages. 


Bank officials said the exact 
amount could not be deter­ 
mined until all boxholders 
turned in their claims. In usual 
French banking practice, box­ 
holders are compensated for 
any loss by robbery. 
The bank was besieged today 
by worried holders of the 200 
safety deposit boxes. One 


depositor arrived while the 
bank was still closed, kicked at 
the door and then went away 
sobbing. 


Bank Manager Jacques Gue- 
net, who had to back away from 
customers grabbing at him and 
shouting in his face, pleaded, 
“Let’s reduce this to its proper 
proportions.” The doors were 
then blocked and guards admit­ 
ted boxholders in groups of 
eight or 10. 


One woman, told ter jewels 
were gone, fainted and had to be 
revived with brandy. 


Police said the robbers left 
behind a written message say­ 
ing, “No shooting, no violence, 
no hatred. ” They signed it with 
the international peace sign, an 
upside-down ”Y” within a cir­ 
cle.

Republican party newsletter 
accused Rep.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - 
Christian forces launched new 
assaults on leftist positions in 
the mountains east of Beirut to­ 
day and worried U.S. officials 
began studying new evacuation 
routes for m ore than 400 
Americans and other foreig­ 
ners. 
The U.S. Embassy had to 
postpone the departure of an 
overland convoy today because 
of fighting along the roads 
between Beirut and the Syrian 
capital of Damascus 
Christian militiamen using 
armored vehicles and artillery 
launched predawn attacks on 
the villages of Aintoura and Me- 


tein 19 miles east of Beirut in an 
attempt to dear the moun­ 
tainous area of Palestinians and 
leftists. The attack had been ex­ 
pected for several days. 
Casualties were estimated at 
nearly 100 dead and 160 injured 
over the past 24 hours. 
U.S. officials said they would 
probably wait “another day or 
two” before trying to organize 
the departure of 403 foreigners, 
including 143 Americans. 
“We are now studying all our 
possible options,” one official 
said. “If we can we still prefer 
to go by land.” 
But be did not exclude otter 


means of evacuation, such as 
the June 20 sea rescue of 263 
foreign nationals, including 116 
Americans, by the U.S. Navy. 


There was confusion outside 
the departure point at the 
Riviera Hotel on Beirut’s up­ 
town coast today as foreigners, 
who had not heard of the last- 
minute 
postponement, began 
showing up with luggage-laden 
cars. 


Apologetic embassy officials 
ran up to each car and told the 
families to go home and listen 
to their radios for new an­ 
nouncement«» 


This raised immediate specu­ 
lation the thieves were political 
activists.

The 
paintings were later recovered 
and the robbers arrested.

Board sets confab 
on game fine funds 


By DICK PRAUL 
County supervisors agreed 
Monday to sponsor a wide- 
ranging confab devoted to use 
of fish and game fines money, 
and to hold up signing of future 
Lake Cachuma trout planting 
pacts with the state pending the 
outcome of the new session. 
Their actions represented a 
concession made to the County 
Fish and Game Advisory Com­ 
mittee. which for several years 
has taken the stand that the 
fines money should be used to 
improve fish and w ildlife 
habitat rather than spent in 
“ plant and take" trout opera­ 
tions 
at 
the 
co u n ty’s 
recreational area in Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
Previously, the supervisors 
had voted 3-1 to use two-thirds 
of the fines monies available — 
or more than $10,000 — for trout 
plants, and one-third for 


projects screened and recom­ 
mended by the advisory group. 
After Santa Maria attorney 
Robert Trapp Jr., chairman of 
the advisory group, called for a 
reversal of the board’s June 16 
decision. Supervisor H arrell 
Fletcher moved to haw the en­ 
tire fines fund allocated to the 
advisory group, which has 
listed projects that .would cost 
about $16,000. But the motion 
died for lack of a second. 
Su p erviso r R o b ert E . 
Kallman, explaining he “ didn’t 
want to close the door” to the 
advisory group s recommenda­ 
tions for what were described 
as more proper fish and game 
wildlife conservation projects, 
then won agreement with a mo­ 
tion to have a new “ talk ses­ 
sion” take place to iron out the 
matter. U.S. Forest Service 
personnel will also take part in 
the meeting to be set up by 


Kallm an, along with Trout 
Unlimited, Inc., county parks 
officials, and others. 
Trapp, claiming use of fines 
money for trout plants which he 
said were not propagating trout 
in the lake was illegal, added. 
“ I ’ve seen the numbers of 
wildlife in this county go down 
over the yea rs; I want 
something left.” 
The county counsel’s office 
has assured the Park Commis­ 
sion that use of fines money for 
trout plants is legal, contends 
Park Director Michael Pahos. 
Pahos. who says the trout 
planting program during the sl­ 
ower winter months has raised 
county revenues considerably 
by attracting more park 
visitors, was not present at the 
board meeting when the subject 
came up again.

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Board sets confab 
on game fine funds 


By DICK PRAUL 
County supervisors agreed 
Monday to sponsor a wide- 
ranging confab devoted to use 
of fish and game fines money, 
and to hold up signing of future 
Lake Cachuma trout planting 
pacts with the state pending the 
outcome of the new session. 
Their actions represented a 
concession made to the County 
Fish and Game Advisory Com­ 
mittee, which for several years 
has taken the stand that the 
fines money should be used to 
improve fish and w ildlife 
habitat rather than spent in 
“ plant and take” trout opera­ 
tions 
at 
the 
co u n ty’s 
recreational area in Santa Ynez 
Valley. 
Previously, the supervisors 
had voted 3-1 to use two-thirds 
of the fines monies available — 
or more than $10,000 — for trout 
plants, and one-third for 


projects screened and recom­ 
mended by the advisory group. 
After Santa Maria attorney 
Robert Trapp Jr., chairman of 
the advisory group, called for a 
reversal of the board’s June 16 
decision. Supervisor Harrell 
Fletcher moved to have the en­ 
tire fines fund allocated to the 
advisory group, which has 
listed projects that would cost 
about $16,000. But the motion 
died for lack of a second. 
Su p erviso r R o b ert E. 
Kallman, explaining he “ didn’t 
want to close the door” to the 
advisory group’s recommenda­ 
tions for what were described 
as more proper fish and game 
wildlife conservation projects, 
then won agreement with a mo­ 
tion to have a new “ talk ses­ 
sion’* take place to iron out the 
matt«*. U.S. Forest Service 
personnel w ill also take part in 
the meeting to be set up by 


Kallman, along with Trout 
Unlimited, Inc., county parks 
officials, and others. 
Trapp, claiming use of fines 
money for trout plants which he 
said were not propagating trout 
in the lake was illegal, added:

But even among the cognoscenti, Roberto Quercetani (ker- 
chet-ahn-ee) occupies a special niche. He is the most 
knowledgeable men’s track and field expert in the world. 
While he watched the American trials — along with ex­ 
perts from Germany. France and even Bangkok — a spec­ 
tator loomed in front of his seat in the open press box and 
wanted to know how the East Germans .with so many 
women who can run the 800 meters under two minutes, 
select the ultimate girls for the Olympic team. 
’‘They go to trainingslager (training camps),” answered 
Roberto in impeccable English, “ where they are then 
chosen.” He also speaks German and French fluently and 
can monitor Swedish and a half dozen other languages. 
During World War II, he remembers, his hobby was listen­ 
ing to foreign language broadcasts beamed from neutral 
Sweden, describing the intense rivalry between the great 
Swedish milers, Gunder Hagg and Arne Anderson. 
Roberto was working as a bank clerk then, but his interest 
in track was already obsessive. The big moment of his life 
had been in 1938 when a U.S. track team came to Florence 
and he met high jumper Mel Walker and sprinter Perrin 
Walker. He marveled over George Varoff, a pole vaulter 
from Oregon, jumping over 14 feet with a bamboo pole. 
In the post-war period, Quercetani worked for five years in 
the foreign department of the Florence tourist office and 
then decided to make track and field his life. 
He is a free-lancer who serves as the track correspondent 
for La Nazione and II Messagero in Rome, also the Finnish 
newspaper Furun Sanonat, in Paavo Nurmi’s home town of 
Turku. He is the European editor for Track and Field News, 
published in Los Altos. Calif., and a commentator for Swiss- 
Italian Radio. 
He has been to 22 countries in pursuit of track and field. 
’You are young,’ a Cardinal in the Vatican City told me.” 
notes Roberto. “ He has been to 104 countries.” The Italian 
authority keeps extensive files, helped by his wife, Maria 
Luisa, so that no outstanding feat — whether in distant 
Siberia or deep in the African continent — escapes his atten­ 
tion. 
To prepare for the forthcoming Olympics, he has inter­ 
viewed personalty more than 100 world-class athletes, in­ 
cluding the Russian sprinter. Valery Brozov. “ He is, as you 
say. cool as a cucumber,” says Roberto. “The greatest 
progress in track and field is the role of medicine in sports, 
even to doping. Borzov was trained by a physiologist 
The accumulated knowledge gives Roberto Quercetani a 
perspective on the future What follows are the predictions 
for the XXlst Olympiad in men’s track and field, prepared 
especially for Newspaper Enterprise Association by the 
Italian expert, the top authority in the field. “ Montreal is 
more difficult to predict than any other Games.” he says. 
“ There are more and more people in high ranks. Not just two 
or three, but a baker’s dozen ” 
The chauvinism of the male intrudes in track and field. 
Quercetani doesn’t hesitate to make predictions in the 
men’s events 
He disclaims knowledge to forecast the 
women s events. A roundup of opinion finds several 
American women given a chance to win medals at Montreal. 
In the sprints, Brenda Mo re head will challenge defending 
champion Renata Stecher of East Germany in the sprints 
Kathy Schmidt won a bronze medal in the javelin in 1972 and 
is a contender for a gold medal. Joni Huntley is a long shot to 
unseat work! record holder Roaemarie Ackermann of East 
Germany in the high jump but could win a silver or bronze. 
Kathy McMillan has a chance in the long jump. Jane 
Frederick is among the leaders in the pentathlon The 
American women s relays teams are also in contention for 
medals.

Gold medal is key 
to Jenner's plans

MONTREAL (UPI) - Bruce 
Jenner probably is the best 
programmed athlete ever to 
com pete in the Olympic 
Games. 
The good-looking, 26-year-old 
from San Jose, Calif., has spent 
the last four years preparing 
for the decathlon competition 
that will take place here next 
week. The only medal Jenner 
wants is the one that goes to the 
winner—gold. 
“ Winning a silver or a bronze 
wouldn’t mean anything to 
me,” he says. “ I’ve worked too 
hand and given up too much to 
settle for less. It will have to be 
gold or nothing.” 
Jenner. who has been trying 
to learn the insurance business 
while not out running, jumping 
or throwing, claims it won’t be 
the end of the world for him if 
he fails to win gold here, but 
that doesn’t square with the 
fact he has an agent, a lawyer 
and an author standing by in the 
event he does win. 
The agent has a movie con­ 
tract in his pocket ready for 
Jenner’s signature if he is the 
Olympic decathlon champion, 
the lawyer has a string of rich 
commercial offers which are 
based on victory here and the 
author, who has spent a lot of 
time with Bruce and his airline 
stewardess wife the last two 
months, is ready to roll with a 
book the instant he gets the 
good news. 
“ Win or lose here, this will be 
my last decathlon,” Jenner 
says, “ so it would be foolish for 
me not to capitalize on an 
Olympic victory. Heck, I’ve 
been an athlete virtually all my

life and if I can make it pay off 
for all those years of hard work 
I don’t see why anyone should 
make such a big thing of it. 
Athletes in other sports do it all 
the time.” 
Jenner has an extremely high 
opinion of himself and he is not 
bashful. He says it’s all part of 
the psyche that is needed to win 
in a sport as demanding as the 
decathlon. 
“There are going to be a lot of 
good men in the competition 
here,” Jenner says. “ I certain­ 
ly don’t expect it to be easy but 
I’m confident of winning. 
Nikolai Avilov, the Russin, ob­ 
viously is the man to beat. I 
beat him before and I see no 
reason why I shouldn’t beat him 
again. 


“ Sure, he’s the defending 
Olympic champion. But what 
does that mean? Head-to-head I 
beat him by about 350 points a 
year ago in Eugene, Ore. When 
you look at his record, he’s had 
only one good meet—and that 
was at Munich four years ago 
when he set the world record 
(8,454). But I beat that mark 
easily last year and I’d be em­ 
barrassed if I didn’t beat it 
here. 


“ I’m consistently over 8,400 
points these days and I’ve won 
11 of my last 12 decathlons. I 
don’t think Avilov can match 
that. He’s good. I’m not trying 
to say he isn’t, but he can be 
beat. Still. I can’t go into the 
competition thinking I have to 
beat this man or that, because 
that's not the way the decathlon 
works. When you have 10 events 
to do over two days you can’t be 
worrying about what anyone 


else is doing. You have to do 
your best and get as many 
points as you can in every one 
and let it go at that. 
Jenner led Olympic qualifiers 
at Eugene. Ore., a month ago, 
scoring over 8,500 points. That 
included a fine 4:16.4 1,506- 
meter run, the final event. Jen­ 
ner probably is the strongest 
runner of the half dozen or so 
top decathletes here and the 
1,500 could be his ace in the hole 
if the competition is close com­ 
ing down to that final race. 
"I ’ve never been in better 
physical condition than I am 
right now,” says Jenner. “ I’m 
not worried about my shape. 
What’s bothering me is the long 
wait before the decathlon (July 
29-30). I’ll probably be a ner­ 
vous wreck by then. I’ve got a 
lot at stake and if I don’t win 
I’m the one who will have to 
live with it. 
“ But I don’t want to think 
negatively. I’m going to win 
this thing and everything is go­ 
ing to be all right. I know that.”
